TRONDJHEM, Norway, June 22.— 
Haakon, the first separate King that 
Norway has had for @0 years, was 
crowned at 12:15 this afternoon in the 
great cathedral here. . 

Coronation day opened with a glowing 
but! cold sun shining, In the early 
morning splatters of rain fell and 4 
chill wind came off the Fiord, making 
it necessary to wear overcoats and Win- 
ter clothing. The normal temperature 
in the cathedral previous to the cere- 
mony was under 50 degrees, and it was 
feared that many of those present 
would carry away a painful and lasting 
reminder of the coronation of King 
Haakon and Queen Maud, although the 
Norwegian Court relaxed the ryles gov- 
erning dress. 

The city was alive at an early hour, 
and by 8 o'clock the avenues leading to 
the cathedral were filled with strug- 
gling lines of people making for the 
choicest points of vantage from which 
to see the members of the royal family 
and the distinguished guests enter the 
cathedral. 

The doors of the latter were opened 
at 10 a. m., and soon afterward three 
bishops, robed in black and white, drove 
up in a basket phaeton.

The St. Louis Business Men's League 
has issued a comprehensive little 
pamphlet entitled ‘‘The Reasons Why 
It Pays to Manufacture in St. Louis,” 
which shows the remarkable develop- 
ment of the various industries of the 
Mississippi Valley metropolis in the 
last few years, and tells why they 
should be further increased in num- 
ber, business and capacity. 

The pamphlet was prepared by Sec- 
retary W. Flewellyn Saunders and W. 
V. Byars, and they explain St. Louis’ 
superior qualifications as a one Sarl 
turing city in a nutshell—cheap fuel 
cheap sites, great sale territory and 
tine freight facilities. 

In the 10 years between 1890 and 
1909, St. Louis gained only $4,000,000 
in the value of manufacturing output, 
but between 1900 and 1905, five years, 
it gained $73,337,719. or 37.8 per cent. 
During 1905 the total value of pro- 
ducts was $267,004,314, making this 
the fourth manufacturing city of the 
United States. 

During the last three years, 1903, 
1904 and 1905, a total of 259 factories, 
with an operating capital of $36;196,- 
900, were added to the city, and dur- 
ing 1905 51 new mercantile establish- 
ments, with an operating capital of 
$11,083,000 began business here. There 
is a great demand on. St. Louis for 
manufactures of its own in every line. 


Plenty of Sites Available. 


A great amount of territory is un- 
vecupied as a result of the rapid 
movement of the residence section 


westward, and gives a wide range of 
choice for manufacturing sites. St. 
Louis has 19 miles of river frontage, 
its whole length being paralleled by 
railroad tracks, and. the entire cir- 
cumference of the city is inclosed by 
the Belt Railroad, to give terminal 
connections with the 26 great rail- 
roads which enter the city. 

Building material’is cheap, and fuel 
costs less in St. Louis than in any 
Other large city. 

St. Louis is in direct connection by 
waterway with the territory of the 
Upper and Lower Mississippi, Illinois, 
Missouri. Ohio, Tennessee ang Cum- 
berland rivers, these alone, excluding 
other navigable rivers, such as the 
Arkansas, giving the city a river 
mileage of 56815 miles actually in 
Service in the last year. 

The combined deposits of the banks 
and trust companies, the banks mak- 
ing their statement Feb. 6, rene, and 
the trust concerns Nov. 98% 1905, 
amount to $268,480,084.40. The sur- 
plus and profits on the same dates 
were $47,444,076.57, and the capital 
was $37,050,000. The bank clearings 
for 1905, amounting to $2,899,798,979, 
showed an increase of 3.8 per cent 
over the preceding year. 

The 30,000,000 people within a ra- 
dius of 600 mileg of St. Louis are 
chiefly buyers of aitifactuces goods 
and producers of food stuffs and raw 
materials for manufactures, making 
this city an ideal home market for 
manufactured goods, offering the 
largest local demand with the least 
local competition and the largest sup- 
ply of food stuffs and raw material. 

In 1905 there was an increase in 
building operations of 65 per cent 
over 1904;' "showing a remarkable 
growth since the World’s Fair. There 
is an excellent electric railway sys- 
tem, a single fare with free transfers 
carrying a passenger the length and 
breadth of the city. 

These are a few of the reasons in 
the Business Men’s League pamphlet 
telling why manufacturers should 
study St. Louis before they establish 
their industries elsewhere.

The Board of Public {mprovements re- 
lceived Friday from Street Commissioner 
Valliant two plans with ordinances at- 


tached. The first provides for the aboli- 
tion of grade crossings at Tower Grove 
Station. and at King's highway, where 
it crosses Oak Hill road. The other ts 


agreed upon by the city authorities and 
the Frisco Rallroad for the abolition of 
the grade crossing at Fyler avenue. 

The plans in both cases provide for 
depression of the tracks and the build- 
ing of viaducts. At Tower Grove the 
viaduct will be only 3 feet above pres- 
ent street grade. At King's highway the 
street grade will be raised about 16 
feet, making the reconstruction of two 
blocks of street necessary at the north 
end and four at the soutn end At 
Fyler avenue the same plan will be 
followed. Here the railroad will pay 
for the bridge.and the city for the ap- 
proaches. 

In all three improvements the city 
retains control of the viaducts by as- 
suming the cost of maintenance. The 
ordinances submitted by the Strect 
Commissioner provide that 60 days shall 
be allowed for presentation and ap- 
proval of the plans for the work by the 
railroad companies, and for the comple- 
tian of the work within one year from 
the time the ordinances become. ef- 
fective. 

Commissioner Valliant said that the 
industries located on the tracks of the 
vari roads concerned in the im- 
prove will not be seriously incom- 
moded the depression of the tracks.

NO TERMINAL FRANCHISE GRANTS. 

President Forman of the Council hints that he 

knows more about the combine which is standing 

jn the way of the amendment of the Manufacturers’ 
Railway bill than hé cares to tell. If Mr. Forman

In this view, history becomes @ matter 
of mind and character reading. The historian must 
by personal acquaintance or intuition seize the 
salient characteristics of warriors and statesmen 
and give us a “true” Pericles or Lincoln, which de- 
pends for its truth upon the insight of the historian. 

Museums which harbor “fake” relics, and his- 
torians who evolve documents and faets from their 
inner consciousness or have not scholarship enough 
to distinguish true from false evidence, do not raise 
the credit of history. There is no instruction in it 
unless it is true. 
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The fact that St. Louis is in no county has wor- 
ried and puzzled thousands, who still do not seem to 
understand it; yet here comes now a scientific state- 
ment that a voleano emits neither flame nor smoke 
and that it throws out no ashes. What will happen 
if the human intellect is to be further taxed?

AN IMPERATIVE DUTY. 

In the suit against the Post-Dispatch, 
from its comment on the methods by which the Sal- 
mon Bank was wrecked, a bank inspector sent from 
the office of the Secretary of State, and appointed 
by the then Secretary of State, presumably as an 
expert competent to examine the bank, excused his 
negligence on the ground that, not being an expert, 
he could not know the true condition of the bank. 

This plea that they did not know, repeated by 
men paid by the State to get such knowledge sys- 
tematically and periodically for the protection of the 
public is the ground on which the Post-Dispatch 1s 
called on to pay damages, for insisting emphatical- 
ly on the responsibility of such officials for their offi- 
cial ignorance, willful or natural, systematic or ac- 
cidental. 

The welfare of thousands of people whose earnings 
are to be protected by law, enforced by public offi- 
cials paid not to remain ignorant of what the law 
requires them'‘to know, calls on every newspaper 
in Missouri to do its public duty in demanding the 
enforcement of law for the protection of the pub- 
lic. 

If small depositors, widows, aged men, minor chil- 
dren and hard-pressed fathers of families such as 
were ruined by the wrecking of the Salmon Bank, 
are not protected by the emphatic demand of news- 
papers for official responsibility for the enforcement 
of law, they can have no protection at all and hon- 
est banking will be left to the merey of such wreck- 
ers as those who robbed the depositors of the Sal- 
mon Bank.

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TH E LAW OF EARTHQUAKES. 

Prof. Jagger of Harvard hopes to reduce our 
knowledge of voleanoes and earthquakes to order 
and so obtain some sort of a science which will en- 
able mankind to place such conclusions on the level 
of ordinary insurance risks. 

But how can there be a science of the incalculable? 
If it is true that the interior of the earth is hot: if 
it is true that therefore the crust breaks and falls 
in as the mass beneath cools and contracts, how can 
we ever determine where.the break is likely to occur 
next time? Here are two “ifs.” How many more 
there may be no man can say. But they must be dis- 
posed of before we can begin to consider the answer 
to any question. 

Again, it is said that volcanoes are caused by 
breaks in the crust of the earth under the sea. The 
water flows upon the molten mass, steam is generat- 
ed, expands and the eruption follows. This is proba- 
ble, but purely hypothetical. Such a cause might 
operate, but does it? And if it does, when and where 
will the bed of the ocean break next time? 

“We have harnessed many natural forces—the ex- 
pansive force of steam and gases, electricity, even 
gravity. But the greater number of the energies of 
the universe still baffle the wisdom of man. 

The area of an earthquake is but as a pin point 
compared with the area of the earth’s surface. What 
generalizations are possible from the few instances 
which ean be studied? We can observe, compile, 
tabulate, compare. But to generalize a law, an order 
of seismic and volcanic phenomena—that seems be- 
yond the power of man’s mind. 
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The bricklayer who says he did right in throwing 
hot mortar into the eyes of a boy who refused to 
buy a can of beer for him would have aided in the 
violation of the law against selling liquor to minors. 
Yet here is a man who has the right of nite tt 
or can have it.
